Little Less Fo r

W ASHINGTON, Oct. 
A mericans bought more meat un­ 
der the recently liberalized ra t­ 
ioning program than had been ex ­ 
pected, so the gov ernm ent w ent 
back to m andatory rq uisitions to- 
day to get m eat for shipm ent to 
Britain, France and other coun­ 
tries. 
The net effect is expected to be 
a little less m eat for the av erage 
domestic consumers than has been 
buying since Oct. 1, but officials 
say he still should get the am ount 
they figurea for him in the first 
place— a consumption rate of 148 
pounds per year for the last q ua r­ 
ter of 19 45. 
W hat the gov ernm ent w ants is 
500,000,000 to 600,000,000 pounds 
for foreign 
consumption,

per m onth per American. 
Av erage consumption of about 
150 pounds of m eat last year set 
an Am erican record. Short sup­ 
plies and

Since ration point v alues were 
cut the first of this month, offi­ 
cials figure United States civ ilians

it. The gov ernm ent set-sidcs were 
suspended shortly after V -J day. 
Officials said they will be su­ 
spended again w hen the existing 
commitments are met. 
Today’s action appears to in­ 
dicate that early term ination of all 
m eat rationing is not lik ely.

The m edium and higher grades 
of beef and v eal, and all pork , 
continue unc’er rationing.

Mr. and Mrs. J. J. Weingartner, 
of California, have received a let­ 
ter from their son, Cpl. Jerome 
Weingartner,

had been held prisoner since the 
fall of Corregidor in 1942 until 
; the recent liberation, stating:

“ We arrived here today hy train 
i from Maifari, Japan. W ill leave 
: here today by plane or boat. 
I 
, don’t have very much time to 
write. I have much to say. W ill 
i save for a later date.” 
This was the first letter his par­ 
ents had received from him since ^ 
his capture. 


September 17, 1945, follows: 
“ Dear Mrs. Burk: 
“ I have the honor to inform you 
that, by direction of the President, 
the Silver Star has been post­ 
humously awarded to your hus­ 
band, Private First Class Gilbert 
F, Burk, Infantry. The citation is 
as follows: 


“ ‘For gallantry in action * * *, 
When a forward 
observer 
of

heavy weapon platoon was seri­ 
ously wounded by hostile rifle fire 
in * * 
on 16 February 1945, P ri­ 
vate Burk immediately went to 
the rescue. 
Alternately crawling 
and running over one hundred
